I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a Report  for  the 
year  1942,  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of 
Haltemprice,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  and 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2773 
(England). 

This  Circular  suggests  that  Reports  should  be  materially 
shortened  and  directed  principally  towards  the  careful 
preservation  of  all  records  and  statistics,  and  should  not 
include  any  reference  to  activities  in  connection  with  war- 
time industrial,  military  or  other  important  developments.

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5.— GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  standard  of  health  of  the  public  throughout  the 
year  has  been  fairly  good,  but  there  is  some  evidence  of  a 
slightly  lowered  general  tone,  principally  among  adults 

I think  the  small  ration  of  butter  and  milk  and  of  fresh 
fruit — especially  oranges,  the  fact  of  frequent  night  disturb- 
ances  by  enemy  action,  the  sleeping  in  shelters  and  in 
bedrooms  where  the  essential  black-out  interferes  with  the 
ready  entrance  of  fresh  air,  added  to  a certain  amount  of 
nerve  strain,  are  all  contributory  causes. 

The  increased  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is 
probably  due  to  the  above  conditions,  as  the  increase  is 
entirely  among  adults. 

The  child  population  undoubtedly  derive  great  benefit 
from  the  allowances  of  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices 
supplied  through  the  Government  and  distributed  at  local 
clinics. 

The  acceptance  of  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has 
been  most  satisfactory — 86%  of  school  children,  aged  between 
5 and  15,  having  had  full  courses,  while  in  children  under  5 
the  percentage  is  very  little  less  With  the  introduction 
this  year  of  monthly  clinics  at  four  different  stations,  it  will 
be  easy  to  keep  up  with  all  “new  comers/’  especially  since 
the  general  public  are  more  and  more  alive  to  the  advisability 
and  necessity  for  protection  from  this  dangerous  disease.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

All  the  slaughtering,  excepting  in  cases  of  emergency, 
is  carried  out  in  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughterhouse. 
Routine  meat  inspection  is  made,  and  with  regard  to 
emergency  slaughtering,  this  department  is  notified  by  the 
slaughterhouse  manager  or  slaughterman  immediately  fol- 
lowing. Periodical  limewashing  of  slaughterhouses  and  lairs 
is  carried  out.  The  total  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses 
on  the  register  is  five.

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the  district 
is  now  undertaken  by  direct  labour,  and  was,  until  July, 
1942.  under  the  control  of  the  Health  Department,  but  it  is 
now  transferred  to  the  Engineer’s  Department.  Mechanical 
transport  is  used  in  the  Cottingham  and  Central  Wards, 
whilst  in  the  Hessle  Wards  horse-drawn  vehicles  are  used. 

All  house  refuse  in  the  3 Wards  is  disposed  of  in  the 
following  manner  : — 

Cottingham  Ward — Controlled  tipping  into  the  Cross 

Roads  Pit,  Cottingham. 

Central  „ Controlled  tipping  at  the  Rip- 

lingham  Cross  Roads  tip. 

Hessle  „ Controlled  tipping  on  tip  near 

the  Humber  Bank. 

All  the  above  tipping  sites  are  in  open  areas  at 
considerable  distances  from  populated  areas  and  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

With  regard  to  the  nightsoil  collected,  this  is  disposed 
of  to  the  market  gardeners  in  the  district  for  manuring 
purposes. 


DISINFECTION. 

Disinfections  were  carried  out  at  premises  after  every 
case  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  bedding,  etc.,  was,  by  special 
arrangements,  disinfected  at  the  Hull  Corporation’s  Disin- 
fecting Station.
